A year after the attack, 
officials reiease 911 tapes 
of Sandy Hook shooting

Newtown school shooting 911 calls reveal a 
mixture of calm and anguish from the callers, 
and gunshots from the assailant are heard in 
the background, audio recordings released 
Wednesday by officials reveal. 

The shooting spree at the Connecticut 
school a year ago killed 20 children and six 
educators. 

Gunman Adam Lanza, 20, shot dead his 
mother at home on Dec 14, 2012, then went 
to the school, where he massacred 26 people 
before killing himself 

“They’re shooting at the front doot, some- 
thing’s going on. ... The front glass is all shot 


out, it kept going on. It’s stiU happening,” a 
man calling himself Richard, sounding agitat- 
ed and confused, told a 911 emergency opera- 
tor in one of the seven phone recordings. 

The operator calmly told him to take cover. 

Town officials initially tried to prevent re- 
lease of the recordings. The state Freedom of 
Information Commission ordered seven calls 
placed from inside the elementary school to 
be aired. 

Late last month, a judge ruled that the town 
must comply with the commission’s ordet, and 
Newtown officials have since dropped their 
appeal. First Selectman Pat Llodra recently 
reversed her long-standing position, saying the 
tapes should be released in full in order to pre- 
vent partial leaks. 

One of the first callers, a deeply anguished 
woman, grows increasingly distraught ovet the 
course of the 24-second call. In the final sec- 


onds, she grows more insistent, pleading wdth 
the 911 operator for help. 

“They’re still running, they’re still shooting,” 
she said, a volley of several gunshots audible in 
the background. “Sandy Hook school, please!” 

On another call, a woman who described 
herself as a teacher said she was shot in the 
foot. The 911 operator instructed her to apply 
pressure on the wound. 

“There’s children in this room,” the teacher 
said, sighing heavily 

‘Are you OK right now?” the 911 opetator 
asks? 

“For now; hopefully” the teacher said, 
sounding worried. 

On Tuesday NewT:own School Superinten- 
dent John Reed emailed parents to alert them 
to the recordings’ release and remind them 
they could serve as an “emotional trigger.” 

Last week. State’s Attorney Stephen Seden- 


sky released a report on the Newtown massa- 
cre that concluded Lanza had acted alone, and 
that his motivation for the attack “may never 
be answered.” 

The town has intended for the 911 tecord- 
ings to be the final release of evidence from the 
case. Other phone calls and crime scene pho- 
tographs exist, but have been sealed by state 
officials 

Otherwise, once the Dec. 14 anniversary 
has passed, the town may finally get a reprieve 
from the exhaustive media coverage of the 
past year.

East Garfield Park 
and Roseland each 
have recorded two 
homicides in the last 
two weeks, a RedEye 
analysis of prelimi- 
nary police data 
found. 

In Roseland, a 
19-year-old man was 
shot to death Monday 
in the 11300 block of South Edbrooke Avenue, 
police said. One day earlier, a 24-year-old man 
was fatally shot in the 11100 block of South 
Vernon Avenue, according to officials. 

Roseland has recorded 16 homicides so 
far this year. The South Side community 
area logged 18 homicides last year, RedEye 
determined. 

In East Garfield Park, a 27-year-old man was 
shot to death Saturday in the 3100 block of 
West Arthington Street, police said. Six days 
earlier, a 32-year-old man was fatally shot in the 
300 block of South Sacramento Boulevard, ac- 
cording to officials. 

East Garfield Park has logged nine homi- 
cides so far this year. The West Side community 
area recorded six homicides last year, accord- 
ing to RedEye data. 

Citywide, gunshot homicides were logged 
in the last two weeks in Edgewater, Rogers 
Park, South Chicago, South Deering and West 
Pullman, based on police information. 




Meanwhile, two women were stabbed to 
death in the last two weeks. A 39-year-old wom- 
an was stabbed to death Nov. 28 in the 4800 
block of North Moody Avenue in Jefferson 
Park, police said. A week earlier, a 27-year- 
old woman was fatally stabbed in the 2200 
block of South Sacramento Avenue in South 
Lawndale, according to officials. 

November ended last week with 27 homi- 
cides, down from 38 homicides in November 
2012, RedEye found. 

Four homicides have been recorded so far 
this month. Twenty-seven homicides were 
logged in December 2012, RedEye determined.

British actor Idris Elba is having what he de- 
scribes as a “beautiful moment” in his career. 
His off-screen life, though, is another story 

The third season of his acclaimed British 
detective series, “Luther,” for which he won a 
Golden Globe in 2012, recently aired on BBC 
America, and he’s reprising his role of Heimdall 
in the blockbuster “Thor: The Dark World.” 

And he’s garnering rave reviews— not to 
mention awards buzz— for his complex perfor- 
mance as Nelson Mandela, the legendary South 
African leader who helped end apartheid, in the 
new biographical drama “Mandela: Long Walk 
to Lreedom,” which opens Lriday But during a 
recent intervievy the 41-year-old Elba admitted 
he’s “numb” to the attention and praise. 

“It’s weird at the moment,” the strikingly 
handsome actor said. 

“My dad died eight, nine weeks ago,” he said, 
quietly “He was 76. He died of lung cancer. I am 
having to deal with grief and it has taken a pro- 
found effect on me.” 

The actor, who is an only child, used his fa- 
ther, Winston, as the basis for his performance. 
His father immigrated to London from Sierra 


Leone; his mother, Eva, is from Ghana. 

Though from different African countries, 
Elba explained, his father and Mandela had the 
same cadence in their speech. There were other 
similarities in their behaviors, from the way 
they crossed their legs to holding their fingers 
while talking, which helped him immeasurably 
in bringing Mandela to life. “My dad had a big 
silver ball of hair and Mandela has that, so that 
was my framework,” he said. 

At first, Idris, who plays Mandela from his 
20s through his late 70s, was reluctant to take 
on the role of the lawyer and anti-apartheid 
activist, who spent 27 years in prison before 
becoming the country’s first democratically 
elected president. 

Not only did he feel he was too young to play 
the role, “I am actually four shades too dark,” 
said Elba. 

But director Justin Chadwick had an instinct 
about Elba. “He’s a subtle actor that totally in- 
habits a role,” Chadwick said in an email. “The 
producers had imagined I’d cast a Hollywood 
star, but I loved that Idris carried no baggage 
into whatever role he plays. We weren’t going 
for a look-alike version, but wanted to catch the 
spirit of the man.” 

Elba, Chadwick added, “is a true gentle man, 
very warm and generous. He is also fearless. 
And that’s how people described Mandela the 
young man to me.”

Favorite things get a twist 
in new *Sound of Music*

Producers of a new version of the Oscar- 
winning musical “The Sound of Music,” 
knew it would he sacrilege to try and re- 
make the beloved 1965 movie classic star- 
ring Julie Andrews. 

And country singer Carrie Underwood, 
who will star as the aspiring nun who brings 
song into the home of a strict Austrian wid- 
ower, says she cringes when she hears the 
word “remake.” 

So when the lights go up on the live, tele- 
vised version of “The Sound of Music” on 
Thursday on NBC, audiences will see a few 
twists to some of their favorite things, and a 
lonely goatherd or two in an unusual place. 

That’s because producers Craig Zadan and 
NeU Meron have gone back to the stage show 
first seen in 1959 for their version in a format, 
live TV, not used for about 50 years. 

“You would never, ever contemplate do- 
ing a re-make of the movie of ‘The Sound of 


Music’ because it’s a classic. It would be huge 
mistake to even contemplate it,” Zadan said. 

“We thought if we did the stage show, not 
on a Broadway stage but on movie sets, it 
would be something unique, a hybrid. ... It is 
an extraordinary experiment. The TV audi- 
ence is going to see something live that has 
never been done in this generation.” 

“True Blood” star Stephen Moyer plays the 
captain with seven children who leaves Aus- 
tria rather than take a job with Hitler’s Navy 
on the eve ofWorld War II. The cast also fea- 
tures award-winning Broadway stars Audra 
McDonald (playing Mother Abbess), Laura 
Benanti (Elsa Schrader) and Christian Borle 
(Max Dettweiler). 

Zadan and Meron say that fans familiar with 
the musical could be in for a few surprises. 

Not only is “The Lonely Goatherd” sung 
during a thunderstorm rather than “My Fa- 
vorite Things,” as in the movie, but the stage 
show has a slightly darker tone, with more 


emphasis on the looming Nazi threat. 

“This version does have all the things that 
audiences love about the film, but they are 
presented in a new way for most people,” 
Meron said. “It brings out different values. “ 
Underwood, who has little acting experi- 
ence, has been rehearsing since late Septem- 
ber. She arrived with her lines already mem- 
orized but has been working with a dialect 
coach— not to sound more Austrian but to 
even out what she calls her Southern twang. 

“I am from Oklahoma. I live in Tennessee. I 
sing country music, sometimes words really slip 
out sounding like where I am from,” she said. 


Underwood admits to some nerves about 
being compared to Andrews, but hopes that 
audiences will see the new show as a different 
way to fall in love with “The Sound of Music.” 

For TV audiences, the show will be like 
watching a live movie with no lip-synching 
and without an audience on the set, Zadan 
and Meron said. 

“It’s a show you want to watch Uve— if 
someone trips and falls, or hits a bad note or 
forgets their lines, you are going to see it,” 
Zadan said. “We have taken on something 
that is really exciting, and we are thrilled to 
death, and also scared to death.”
